Chief Justice Chapman ruled as follows : 

Our statutes require that highways 
be made reasonably safe and convenient for 
travellers. But it has been decided that this 
requirement does not necessarily extend to 
the whole width of the highway as located. 
When sidewalks are not made, it is sufficient 
if there is a carriageway of sufficient width, 
properly constructed, and protected by such 
railings as may be necessary. On each side 
of this way there may be ditches. These 
are so necessary for the proper drainage of 
the carriageway that they are held not to be 
defects, if properly constructed, though 
travellers may be liable to fall into them in 
the dark. Beyond the ditches, no provision 
need be made for safety or convenience, ex- 
cept in places* where sidewalks are made; 
and these are not for the benefit of carriages 
orteams. Inthe towns the owners of the 
adjoining lands, and in the cities the muni- 
cipals authorities, may construct sidewalks, 
‘indicating their width by trees, post or 
curbstones, set at reasonable distances apart, 
or by a railing erected thereto.” Gen. Sts. 
c. 45, §6. Shade trees may also be planted 
in streets by consent of the municipal au- 
thorities. 
ling in the dark are exposed to the danger of 
driving their carriages against these posts, 
trees, railings or curbstones, as well us into 
the ditches; and injuries may be cansed 
thereby, But the legislature, so far from 
regarding these things as defects, has made 
it a penal offence to drive a horse or team 
along the sidewalk, or negligently or wilfully 
to injure one of the trees. Gen, St. c. 46, 
§ 8. And towns and cities are not required 
to furnish lights for the use of persons who 
travel in the dark, in order that they may 
avoid collisions with these objects. 

In the present case, it appears by the 
plaintiff's evidence that the road is located 
forty feet wide, It has sidewalks seven feet 
wide, but not protected by curbstones, rail- 
ings, posts or trees, nor indicated by ditches. 
Pie owner of Jand has erected three hitch- 
ing-posts at considerable distances apart, 
between the sidewalk and the carriage-path, 
and about where the city authorities wight 
properly have placed posts, trees or railings, 
or might have excavated a ditch, if they had 
thought it necessary.

The laws of 
Solon,—undoubted the wisest law-giver 
of his age—declared that if any dog bit 
a person he should be delivered up and 
bound to a log of wood four cubits long; 
and the Romans also adopted the same 
law in their ‘* Twelve Tables,” while an 


early law in Wales provided that after a dog 
had bitten three persong he should be first 
tied to his master’s leg and then killed. 
Owing to the naturally wild and fierce 
disposition of dogs, it has not been gen- 
erally thought necessary, in order to make 
the owner liable, to prove that he actually 
knew the dog was accustomed to bite, as it

contrary to his owner's wishes, you might

of the Acts of 1878, which as fol- 
lows :— 


are 


Srerion 1. It shall be the duty of every 
city and town in this Commonwealth of five 
thousand inhabitants or more, to take action 
under the first section of chapter two hun- 
dred and eighty-three of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-six, concerning 
the care and education of neglected children. 

Sretion 2. The officers and duly ap- 
pointed agents of the Massachusetts Chil- 
dren’s Protective Soviety, in addition to the 
persons appointed under the second section 
of said chapter, are hereby authorized to 
make complaints in case of violations of the 
ordinances or by-laws therein referred to. 


The law in question as passed in 1866 and 
amended in 1867 is as follows :— 


Srcrion 1. Each of the several cities 
and towns in this Commonwealth is hereby 
authorized and empowered to make all 
needful provisions aud arrangements con- 
cerning children under sixteen years of age, 
who by reason of the neglect, crime, 
drunkenness or other vices of parents, or 
from orphanage, are suffered to be growing 
up without salutary parental control and 
education, or in circumstances exposing 
them to lead idle and dissolute lives; and 
may also make all such by-laws and ordi- 
nances respecting such children, as shall be 
deemed most conducive to their welfare and 
good order of such city or town; provided, 
that said by-laws and ordinances shall be 
approved by the Superior Court, or, in vaca- 
tion by a justice thereof, and shall not be 
repugnant to the laws of the Commonwealth. 


It seems that the of this state of 
affairs arose from the discovery that the 
‘Town had no by-law under which a neg: 
lected child could be disposed of. A boy 
was found wandering about neglected, with 


cause 


no covering for his feet, and in a pitiable 
condition, Officer Mitchell of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty of Children 
took notice of the affair, and Judge Con- 
verse decided that while under our By-Laws 
a truant or an idle, evil disposed boy might 
be reached, an unfortunate and neglected 
one could not. The Agent of the Society 
‘ame town and had interview with te 
Judge, and arrived at the same conclusion. 
As the Town had neglected a plain duty, 
the mandamus was issued. That the Town 
has done something will be seen when we 
remind the readers of the Journal that at 
the annual town meeting April 2, 1877, a 
committee of five, of Horace 
Collamore, Mark Allen, George M. Champ- 
ney, E. W. Hudson, and John Johnson, were 
chosen to revise the By-Laws and report at 
future meeting. ‘This committee has not 
reported, and the Town suffers by their 
neglect.

The lecture, delivered without manuseript, 
was a series of brilliant oratorical effects. 
Apt quotations from the great writers of the 
past were abundant, and history and biogra- 
phy were effectively used to illustrate the 
We give a few notes: 


The writers of Ancient Greece, when 
about to write upon some great subject, 
were accustomed to invoke the aid of all the 
gods and goddesses who presided over the 
hills and vales of that classic land. 
also, fixing upon Daniel O'Connell as an 
“Trish Nationalist of the present century,” 
cannot but feel some trepidation in the pres- 
ence of so great a theme. Daniel O’Con- 
nell! his inspiring presence and his elo- 
quent lips,—who can describe him? Among 
the multitude of Irish heroes and national- 
ists O'Connell stands in the front rank, and 
he opens up the hest phase of the Trish na- 
tionality. America has her independence 
days, and England loves to lift the veil w hich 
separates her from the past, and gaze on the 
death-darkened faces of her heroes. France 
had her idol, who played with crowns as a 
child plays with baubles. But when we 
come to Ireland, we find that the fame of 
her O'Connell is immortal and world-wide. 
At the mention of the Liberator a shout of 
exultation echoes from shore to shore. His 
is the cause, not of Irish freedom alone, but 
of universal, constitutional freedom (ap- 
plause), and that is the cause of America. 
When one such hero falls, whatever his race 
or lineage,—be he a Kosciusko, a Lobrieski, 
or an O'Connell, America greets him as her 
soldier, her citizen, and her representative. 
(Applause). 
his genius, and the authority of his God, be- 
vame the representative of his people. Dur- 
ing thirty years of hostile English legislation 
on the one hand, and of an Irish struggle 
for treedom on the other, he represented his 
people. Tlence we must consider his coun- 
try as it was and is, in order to understand 
the character and career of O'Connell. He 
cannot be studied as an ordinary man. In 
his glorious career, his individuality was hid- 
den as a brilliant flame hides the lamp which 
feeds it. In the good old times of Irish his- 
tory learning ranked next to royalty; justice 
was impartially administered; trial by jury, 
the Anglo-Saxon’s boast, was the privilege 
of the [rishman; free entertainment for trav- 
ellers was provided; bards and minstrels 
sang happily under the ladies’ windows. 
I'he poet Moore sweetly sings of the maiden 
who travelled alone over Ireland from end 
to end, unmolested. [Father McKenna gave 
with fine effect a portion of the poem, which 
was greeted with applause.] ‘There is an 
air of romance and chivalry about Irish his- 
tory of that day, which is appreciated far 
beyond the limits of her emerald shores. 
But when O'Connell arose, how changed 
was Ireland! She was no longer her own. 
At the close of the last century her glory 
was lost. Even patriotism seemed dead. 
[he veriest negation of justice prevailed. 
Four things are indispensable in a perfect 
nationality,—religion, education, industries, 
ind self-government. When a nation aban- 
dons its religion it falls. I should despair of 
the future of the United States, when relig- 
ion and the precepts of religion had lost their 
influence. Contrary to the opinion of Stu- 
art Mill, the problem of labor and capital 
will not be settled until religion teaches the 
bond of brotherhood binding the rich to the 
poor, and the poor to the rich. © With edu- 
cation we can forget the miseries of the 
present while redding of the great and good 
of past times. Without industries a nation 
would be dead.  Self-government, also, is 
necessary to the life and progress of a na- 
tion. De ‘Tocqueville says ** to govern oth- 
ers we must first learn to govern ourselves.” 
The thrones of such rulers as Louis XIV, 
who said of the State, ‘It is I,” owe their 
speedy downfall to the fact that self-govern- 
ment is denied to the people. Did Ireland 
possess one of these four necessary attributes 
for true nationality? As to religion, one of 
the chief aims of England has been to ban- 
ish it from the country, ‘The Test Oath was 
made a means to that end. The Catholic 
could not possess property, unless he looked 
about him with circumspection, in fear of 
the foe in his own family; for if the father 
apostatized, his property was given to the 
eldest son. If the son apostatized the law 
compelled an inventory of the property to be 
taken, and a separate portion to be assigned 
for the support of that son, A Catholic 
could not be the legal guardian of his own 
children or of others. Hence it was impos- 
sible to instil a love of such a religion into 
the hearts of the children, Catholics could 
not be sheriffs, jurymen or gamekeepers. 
They could not vote until 1798. If England 
had a war with a Catholic country, Ireland 
had to pay the cost. If the value of lind be- 
longing to a Catholic increased in value one 
third through his prudence and industry, a 
Protestant could step in and claim the prof- 
its. A Catholic could not 
property unless through the connivance of a 
Protestant.

i= Color blindness is receiving much 
attention in Boston and Philadelphia. In 
the latter city Dr. P. D. Keyser has ex- 
amined the eyes of several hundred railroad 
employees. The inability to distinguish red 
from green might bring upon an engineer or 
brakeman, the responsibility of an accident, 
and yet the difference between these colors 
is especially hard to recognize by some. 
Dr. Keyser has been the first to apply the 
tests for color-blindness to railroad officials. 
The doctor uses wools, in twenty or thirty 
shades, and colored glasses. The examina- 
tions are made at night, unless the defects 
are very great. Judged by these tests the 
doctor finds some railroad men unfit for 
their positions. In France one-tenth of the 
railway men have been found to be color- 
blind.

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Fanny MecConologue Alive and Well. 
The public mind has been greatly agitated 
the past week, concerning a mysterious mur- 
der that came to light in the city of Lynn, 
last week Thursday, when a trunk was found 
on the bank of the Saugus river containing 
the mutilated body of a young woman. The 
police at once set about the difficult task of 
finding out who the unfortunate victim was, 
as a preliminary step toward ascertaining 
the perpetrators of the outrage. Nearly .a 
hundred clews have been followed out, and 
the mystery is still as great as ever. Sev- 
eral persons have been arrested, and put to 
the annoyance, and in many cases, the in- 
jury, of imprisonment, and the characters of 
scores of unfortunates have been assailed 
and made public with a recklessness that 
seems altogether inexcusable.

Epison’s Inventions.—An entertainmen 
f an unusual and thoroughly interestin:

‘The lecturer, 
een intimately associated with Mr, Edison 
o the development of the latter’s ideas. Hy 
iwelt especially upon the subject of the elec 
ic light, and declared that he hed reason 
or believing that within a year it will be i: 
practical use. The phonograph, greatly im 
sroved, was there, of course, and gave mucl 
setter results than we have ever heard be 
ore. Its repetitions of poetry, song and in 
trumental music were clear and distinct 
ind the musical selections given were en- 
sored, 

One of Mr. Edison’s latest inventions, th 
‘lectro-motograph telephone was exhibites 
or the firsttime. Its principle depends upor 
i.discovery made by Mr. Edison about sia 
years ago, but which has not heretofore beer 
itilized. The

the machine which illustrates it ¢the electri 
motograph) consists of an upright lever, pis

The Society for the prevention of cruelty 
to animals has survived the ridicule of the 
public, until now it has to be acknowledged 
that it is one of the indications of progress in 
Christian civilization. If the welfare of an- 
imals can excite so much interest, effort and 


expenditure, a hundred times more should 
cases of cruelty to children be investigated 
and punished. Where we spend a dollar in 
earing for an abused horse, and in prosecut- 
ing his tormentor, what shall be done for a 
little child, whose life and soul is being 
crushed out of it by merciless tyrants who 
call themselves parents or guardians? As 
we look at the photograph before us of a boy 
who was terribly beaten—cut to the bone— 
by his father, and then lashed naked to the 
chimney-top, and left there for three hours, 
on anight in last December, we think it 
were ,better had a mill-stone been hung 
about the neck of these demon-like men and 
women, and they had been drowned in the 
sea, than that they had lived to so lift their 
hands against defenceless childhood. 

Such a crime is one of peculiar atrocity. 
It is committed against innocence and help-

It is hardly 
necessary to add that this torturing of chil- 
dren must make the perpetrator of the crime 
a dangerous member of society, even if he 
were not such before. _ It is of vital impor- 
tance to the safety of life and public morals 
that all our Pomeroys, whether grown up or 
not, should be removed from our streets and 
homes. A thirst for human blood, and a de- 
light in the infliction of torture, should no 
more be left to itself in our midst, than the 
ravages of a wild beast would be. The 
strongest considerations of humanity and of 
public safety, demand that jwe should give 
countenance and support to such organiza- 
tions as the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children.

BAYARD TAYLOR. 


The recent death of Bayard Taylor recalls 
to mind the great number of literary men of 
the last fifty years who died before they had 
lived out their lives. Since James Gordon 
Bennett founded the New York Herald in 
1835, I suppose fifty New York journalists 


have either died in their prime, 


or before 
reaching their prime. A similar mortality 
has been remarked on the other side of the 
Atlantic. Charles Dickens died at fifty- 
eight, and Mr. Thackeray at fifty-two. A 
great number of lesser lights have been ex- 
tinguished that promised to burn with long- 
increasing brightness. 

What is the matter? 
mental labor hostile to life? 
work that shortened the lives of these valu- 
able and interesting men? I think not. I 
think most of them died before their time be- 
cause they did not know how to live. 

The last time I gaw Bayard Taylor, about 
six months before he sailed for Prussia, he 
looked the picture of blooming health.

ample proportions. He had the shape and 
the complexion of a thriving Pennsylvania 
farmer who rides a good horse, and has a 
stone barn as big as a church crammed with 
produce. He was then full of desire to com- 
plete his Life of Goethe, which had occupied 
his thoughts for many years, but which he 
had been prevented from completing by the 
necessities of daily life. He told me he had 
been guilty of the folly (so seductive toa 
poet) of building an expensive house before 
he had conquered a steady income adequate 
to keep it.

* But,” said he, ‘‘ though it cost me forty- 
five thousand dollars, I cannot get an offer 
of fifteen thousand for it; and there it is, an 
elephant on my bands.”
